The House was called to order by Wm. M. Slaughter, Chief 
Clerk of the House of Representatives of the eighth session. 

The roll of names of members of the House of Representa- 
tives, as reported elected to seats in the House, in the report 
of the Territorial Board of Canvassers, was called, and a quorum 
being found to be present, the House proceeded to the election 
of a Clerk pro tem. 

On motion of Mr. Marsh, Wm. M. Slaughter was elected 
Clerk pro tem. 
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On motion of Mr. Elder, Hon. John G. Randall was de- 
clared elected Speaker pro tem. 

On motion of Mr. Topping, the House proceeded to elect a 
committee of three on Credentials. 

The election was had by ballot, and Messrs. Larragoite, 
Webster, and Elder having each received a majority of all the 
votes cast, were declared duly elected said committee. 

Mr. Bacon moved that the House take a recess for one hour. 

Mr. Randolph moved to amend the original motion, by ad- 
journing until to-morrow morning at ten o’clock. 

Mr. Randolph then withdrew his amendment to the motion, 
and the vote being taken on a motion for a recess, was carried, 
and the [louse took a recess for one hour. 

The time of recess having expired, the House was called to 
order, and the Committee on credentials being ready to report, 
reported as follows:

Your committee have made a thorough examination of the 
books, papers, accounts and vouchers, and official transactions 
of the Auditor and Treasurer for the fiscal years of 1870 and 
1871,.and beg leave to report that they found all the accounts

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and vouchers presented by the Auditor correet in every partic- 
ular, and respectfully wish to commend the Auditor for the 
manner in which his books have been kept, and for his care in 
auditing claims against the Territory. We cannot find that 
any useless expenditure has been made, or any fraudulent or 
factitious accounts allowed in the past two fiscal years. 

No unlawful warrants have been paid by the Treasurer, and 
his books and the Auditor’s agree, except in-such cases as will 
be found in a statement below. l 

The Treasurer upon commencing his duties in the year 1870, 
opened an entire new set of books, and each and every voucher 
being entered in detail, your committee have been enabled to- 
perform their work much more readily and easily than they 
could have done under the old system of book-keeping in the 
Treasurer’s office.

tory, and over the distance of fifteen’ miles from any human 
habitation. Before it shall be lawful for any person.to ta'e up 
an estray, not a vicious or unruly or trespassing animal, he or

said property, and shall procure an order in writing from said 
magistrate to the taker up to deliver the same over into the 
possession of the owner, upon payment to said.taker up of all 


the costs in the case, including the costs of taking up and ` 


ranching the said stock, at-the rate of fifty cents per head per 
month; Provided, That where the taker up is fully satisfied

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that said estray or estrays is the property of the claimant, and 
that he is entitled to the possession of the same, he may, upon 
payment to him of his legal costs and charges, deliver the same 
to the claimant, and take his receipt therefor for the stock so 
de'ivered ; but the taker up shall be held liable for the value of 
said stock, if he shall deliver the same to any one not the- 
owner, or entitled to the-same. At the expiration of twelve 
months from the date of filing description of any estrays, and 
before the taker up or other person not the rightful owner 
thereof shall gain any title to said estrays, it shall be the duty 
of the taker up to file a notice with the County Clerk, which 
shall be placed upon record in the estray book, setting forth a 
minute. description of the estray to be offered, and the time 
and place, when and where the same will be offered at public 
sale, to the highest bidder for cash in hand, and shall put up a 
copy of the same, at the Court House door and in three other 
conspicuous places in the county, and one at the residence of 
the taker up, said notice to be posted up for ten days before 
the day of sale. The sale shall ‘be at public auction, to the - 
highest. bidder for cash in hand, and the proceeds of the same, 
after deducting all legal costs, fees and charges, shall be paid
